| F is abſolutely falfe, appears by ſeveral unqueſtionable Scot» 
tiſl Records; for firlt, Euphemia Roſs did not die in the 
| ſecond or third Year of King Roberts Reign, as Buch 
nan affirms, but liv'd many Y ears after: Secondly, John, 
Elizabeth Mares Eldeſt Son, was Earl of Garrick, in 
the firſt Year of King Kobert's Reign, and not in the 
third, as the fame Author pretends, Thirdly, the Con- 
vention of the Eftates of Parliament, which declar'd John, 
the eldeſt Son to Robert, by the ſaid Elizabeth Mure, to 
be his lawful Succeſſor to the Crown, was held in che 
firſt Year of King Robert's Reign, leaving his Queen 
Euphemia; and not after her Death, in the third 
Year ot his Reign, as is aſſerted by Beetins and Buchanan.

and eſpouſed Queen Mary to his Son Francis the Dau- 
phin ; Which Marriage, when they came of Years, 
was ſolemniz d in the Church of our Lady at Pars, 
and it was agreed, that Francis the Dauphin ſhould have 
the Title of King of Scotland, and bear his Arms quar- 
terly, with thoſe of Scotland under the fame Crown: 
The Queen's Dowry being aſſign d her upon the Duchy 
of Towraine and County of Poitton. Shortly afterwards, 
the Dauphin (on the Death of King Hey II. his 
Father) ſucceeded to the Crown of France, by the 
Name of King Francis II. and was crown'd at Rheims 


the Eighth of Fptember, 1559 5 whereupon, being og 
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and Queen of France and Scotland, they laid Claim to 
the Crown of England, quartering the Arms thereof, 
and bearing them on an Eſcutcheon of Pretence ; but 
on the Concluſion of a Peace at Edinburgh, ſhortly af- 
ter, thoſe Titles were diſuſed. They continued but a 
ſhort time together, King Francis being violently ſeiz'd 
with a Catarrh in his Ear, which caus d his Death the 
Fifth of December, Anno 1560. After his Deceaſe, 
Mary the Queen Dowager (having no Iſſue im) re- 
tired into Scotland, where ſhe afterwards took to her ſe- 
cond Husband, Henry Stuart, Lord Darnley, Son and 
Heir of Mathew Earl of Lenox, next after her, and 
her Deſcendents, to the Crown of England ; from 
which Marriage came Fames VI. of that Name, King of 
Scott, firſt Monarch of Great-Britain, the ha 2 Uniter 
of both Kingdoms. This wiſe and peaceable Prince 
was born in the Caſtle of un on the 19th Day 
of Fune, 1566, whoſe Father 2 arbarouſly murder d 
by the Procurement of the Earls of Aurrc and Marton, 
and his Mother thruſt by them into Priſon, notwith- 
ſtanding ſhe had condeſcended to marry Earl Bothwel (the 
late King her Husband's Murderer) he was ſcarce thir- 
teen Months old, when he was proclaimed and cro 
King, by the Factious Lords, and Murrq himſelf made 
Regent, who, after the Queen's Eſcape out of Priſon, 
having forc'd her to relinquiſh the Kingdom, met with 
a violent Death at Lithgow in Scotland ; upon which, 
Matthew, Earl of Lenox, Grandfather to the young King, 
was firſt Governour, and then Regent of the Kingdom. 
The Factious Nobility of Scotland growing Potent, he 
was forced to deſire Aid of Queen Elizabeth, which 
being granted, the Caſtle of Edinburgh (then in the

| May : He lodg'd at the Charter- Houſe, where he created 


ſeveral Knights, and, before the end of the Year, con- 
ferred that Dignity on many Hundreds, Queen Eliza- 
beth being very ſparing in diſpoſing of that Honour, 
Being now ſettled at London, he ſent divers Lords and 
Ladies into Scotland, to conduct his Queen and Chil- 
dren to England, who returning on the 27th of June 
brought with him Prince Henry ( then Nine Years of 
Age) and the Lady Elizabeth, leaving Charles, Duke of 
Albany, (about Three Years old) behind them, who, the 
Year after, falling ſick of a Fever, Dr. Atkins was ſent 
to him, and in ſix Weeks time, cur d him of his Diſtem- 
per, and brought him fafe, in October, to Windſor ; for 
which the King rewarded him very liberally ; and having 
created divers new Lords, he ſolemniz'd his Coronation 
at Weſtminſter the 25th of July, being the Feaſt of St. 
Tacke Anno 1603, where the antique Regal Chair ot 
thronization did happily receive, with the Perſon of 
his Majeſty, the full Accompliſhment of the 25 rf 
Prediction of his Coming to the Crown of England.

Charles-Lodowick, Count Palatine of the Rhine, Duke 
of Bavaria, &c. ſecond Son of Frederick King of Babe 
wia, born at Heydelbergh, Anno 1617, was commonly 
call d the Palſgreve : At the Age of fourteen Years, he 
was convey d thence into the Countries of Wirtembergh 
and Br h, then into Holland, where, at the 
Hague, and the Univedity of Leyden, he was educated 
In a Princely manner. At Eighteen Years of Age, he 
came into England, having been ſome time before ele- 
Qed Knight of the Garter. And about two Years af- 
ter, he fought the Battle at Ulota in Weftpbalia, But in 
the Year 1677; paſſing privately through France, to take 
Poſſeſſion of Briſac, then intended to be deliver d 
to him, by the Duke of Saxen-Weymar, together with 
the Command of his Army, he was unhappily diſco- 
ver'd by Cardinal Richeliew at Alaulints, and thence ſent 
back Priſoner to Bois de Vincennes; from whence, after 
three and twenty Weeks Impriſonment, he was, by the 
Mediation of King Charles I. (his Uncle) ſet at Liber- 
ty; and, in the Vear 1643, came into England ; where 
he continued till the unfortunate Murder of the King, 
and the Reftitution of the Lower Palatinate to him, ac- 
cording to the famous Treaty of Munſter, Anno 1648 ; 
by which he was conſtrain d to quit all his Right to the 
Upper Palarinae, and accept of an Eighth Electorſhip;

This Prince Lodowick, Count Palatine, married

Count Palatine of the Rhine, Grand Treaſurer, and 
Prince Elector of the Empire, Knight of the Garter ; 
born at Heydelbergh, the 31ſt of March, Anno 1651: 
Who ſucceeded him, and married Wilkelmine Erneſtine, 
ter of Frederick III. and Siſter to Chriſtian. V. 
Kings of Denmark; but decealing without Iſſue, on 
the 16th of May, 1685, was the laſt Elector Palatine 
of this Branch.

Guardianſhip of the Counteſs of Leiceſter, Giſter to the 
faid Earl, and were there treated with great Reſpect: 
But that Happineſs they enjoy'd not long, being hurried 
thence to the Iſie of Wight, where his Siſter, the Lady 
Elizabeth, dying of Grief, and his Entertainment being 
thought too great an * to the diſloyal 1 * 
| they 
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they reſolvd to ſet him at Liberty; and, Anno 1652, 
ſent him, with two Servants, to Dunkirk, promiſing to 
allow him a ſmall Exhibition for his Maintenance, pro- 
vided he would not come near his Brother, or any other 
of his Relations. But being got on that ſide of the 
Water, he was receiv'd according to his Birth, and 
from Bruſſcls went to the Princeſs of Orange, his Siſter, 
at Breda, who receiv'd him with great Joy - nor was he 
leſs welcome at Paris, to the King his Brother, his Mo- 
ther the Queen, and his other Royal Relations. In the 
11th Year of King Charles II. his Brother, during his 
Exile, Anno 1659, he was advanc'd to the Dignines of 
Duke of Glocefter, and Earl of Cambridge; and tho he 
liv'd not to be inſtall d, yet he was elected into the moſt 
Noble Order of the Garter. Having been thus Partaker 
with his Royal Brother, in his greateſt Afflictions, he 
had the Happineſs, at length, to ſee him peaceably re- 
ſtor'd to his Throne ; accompanying him into England, 
and landing at Dover the 25th of May, 1660 but 
died at Whitehall the 13th of September following, un- 
married, at the Age of 22 Years, two Months, and ſome 
Days ; generally lamented by all good Men, being a 
Prince excellently accompliſh'd, and gave great Promiſe, 
had he liv'd, of being a ſhining Ornament to this Illu- 
ſtrious Royal Line. |

d:rick, who dying in the Year 1648, left Iſſue, Mam 
of Naſſau, his only Son before- mentioned, to ſucceed 
him in his Hereditary Honours and Commands ; but 
theſe he enjoy'd not long, for Death growing envious 
of thoſe great Actions, which his Courage promis d to 
the World, ſnatch'd him away in the Flower of his Age, 
at the Hague in Holland, where he died of the Small- 
Fox, Anno 1650, and in the 24th Year of his Age;

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leaving his diſconſolate Royal Princeſs, then great with 
Child, who, Nine Days after his Death, (viz. the 24th

This Prince, at the Age of Eight Years, was ſent to 
the Univerſity of Leyden, and, Anno 1660, upon the 
Princeſs Royal his Mother's Viſit into England, was, by 
her, recommended to the States, who finding in him 
an early Appearance of the rare Qualities of his An- 
ceſtors, not only admitted him to the ſame Dignities 
and Truſt, which they had in that Commonwealth, but 
mis d him to a Pitch of Greatneſs and Command, far a- 
bove any of them.

In the 37th of Henry VIII. the Scots making ſeveral 
Incurſions upon the Borders, in Conjunction with 5000 
Autiliaries 8 France; he was ſent againſt them, where 
he deſtroy d all the Towns upon the Middle Marches, 
and paſſing toward the Weſt, made great Spoil in thoſe 
Parts: Soon after, the French endeavouring to ie Bo- 
loigne, he forc'd their Retreat, and purſuing the Enemy, 
beſides the Slaughter, gain'd ſeveral Trophies of his 
Succeſs. The next Year, the Earl of Sarg, Governor 
of Boloigne, being laid afide, he was put in his ſtead, 
and was ſent over with the Lord Admiral, and an Army 
of 9300 Men, to oppoſe the French, then making Head. 
And ſoon after, upon Propoſals of Peace, was conſtitu- 
ted the Chief of the Englih Commiſſioners for that 
Treaty, when a Peace was happily concluded. And 
now the King lying on his Death ed, he was appointed 
one of his Executors, and of the Council to his Son 
Prince Edward ; who being proclaim'd, he was, by the 
unanimous Conſent of the Council, choſen Proteftor | 
to the young King, and 2 *—— Lord Treaſurer of 
England, — advanc d to the Dignity of Duke of - 
morſe, and created Earl-Marſhal of England, for Life, 
and a little time after, receiv'd his Patent of Protector 
and Governor of the King and Realm ; and, the ſame 
Year, had a ſpecial Grant, that he ſhould fit alene, and 
be plac'd at all times, as well in the King's Preſence in 
Parliament, as in his Abſence, on che Middle of the 


Bench, or Stool, ſtanding next on the Right-Hand the 


King's Seat Royal, zn Parliament. Soon after, he was 
Tent, at the Head 0 ſtrong Army, into Scotland, where 
he foughr Maſſelboroungh- Battle. He was, the next Year, 
being the 2d of Eduard VI. again conſtituted Protector 
of the King's Perfon, and the whole Realm, during his 


Minority, 


Being much in Favour with King Henry VIII. and 
by him much employ'd, he was always obſerv'd to be 
Faithful and Fortunare, as well in giving Advice, as in 
managing a Clarge. The Invaſion of James V. of "> 
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Lind, was fruſtrated, and SHlem- Moſſe- Battle won, by 
his Direction. The next Year, he and the Ear] of War- 
wick burnt Leith and Edinburgh, and waſted Tivedale 
and the Marches. The next Year following, being ſent 
to view the Fortifications of the arches of Calais, with 
the hardy Approach of 7coo Engliyh, he beat up an Ar- 
my of 21000 French, rook their Baggage and Cannon, 
and all with the Loſs of one Man, — after won the 
Caſtle, commonly call d Red-Pile, The next Year, he 
invaded and ſpoil'd Picardie, and began the Forts of 
Nenhaven, Blackneſs, and Bullingberge. Upon theſe and 
other like Succeſles, his ſucceeding Fortunes were always 
eſteem d rather new, than ſtrange ; and his only Pre- 
ſence was reputed ſufficient Surety for an Army. But 
after all this Honour and Greatneſs, and proſperous Suc- 
ceſſes in theſe his Undertakings, he ſel], at laſt, thro* 
the Pride and revengefꝭl Humour of Anne Stanhope, his 
Wife, who envying that his Brother, Lord Thomas Sey- 
monr, of Sudley, High Admiral of England, had mar- 
ried the Lady Catherme Parr, Queen-Dowager to Hen- 
VIII. and by that Marriage the younger Brother's 
Wife claim'd Precedence delore her; the poſſeſs d the 
Duke her Husband, that his Brother ſtudied lus Ruin; 
which, alſo, by the Artifices of the ambitious Earl of 
Warwick, took place; fo that the Lord Sudley was arreſted, 
and ſent Priſoner to the Tower, and in a very ſhort time 
after, condemn'd by Act of Parliament, and loſt his Head, 
and what ſeems more rigid, by a Warrant under his 
own Brother's Hand. His Death created great Hatred 
in the People, againſt the Protector, many of the No- 
bility calling him Bloodſucker, Murderer, unfit to be 
the King's Protector: Beſides, another thing help d to 
confirm the publick Hatred, his pullang down a Church 
and two Biſhops Houſes in the Sirand, to make way for 
Somerſet-Houſe, and ruining the Steeple, aud moſt part 
of the Church of St. Fokn o& Furnſalem, Oc. to carry on 
the Building. Upqn which, the Earl of Warnich, watch, 
ug his Opportunity, form'd a Party in the Privy Conn; 
A, againſt the Protector, who remov'd the King from 
Hampton-Court to Windſor, and was ſoon after charg'd 
as the Occaſion of all the Calamities that had befallen 
the Nation, and ſent Priſoner to the Toner, where he 
ſubmitted to his Accuſation, and himfelt begg d rhe 
E 3 Kings 
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King's Pardon for the fame, who again releas d him, 
remitted his Fines, return'd all his Goods, undiſpos'd 
of, and once more ſwore him of his Privy-Council, 
After which, his Daughter was married to the Lord 
Liſle, Son and Heir to the Earl of Warwick, and the Earl } 
Warzick himſelf made Admiral of England, and | 
Duke of Northumberland. But this Match was ſo far 
from ſtifling all former Animoſities, that now the afore- 
faid Duke, having a more full and ſufficient Authority 
charg'd the Duke of Somerſet anew, with ſeveral wicked 
Deſigns to murder himſelf, and many more of the No- 
bility ; for which, being put in the Toner, and brought 
to his Tryal, he was found Guilty of Felony, and ſen- 
tene d to be hang d; and two Months after, the Vio- 
lence of his Enemies, notwithſtanding the King's De- 
fire to ſave him, drew hien to Tower-Hill where, Fanua- | 
ry the 24th, 1552, he loſt his Head. He ſuffer d with 
great Conſtancy, and was very much lamented, People 
ipping their Handkerchiefs in his Blood, and laying 
them up as ſacred Relicks. f 
This great Duke had two Wives; firſt, Catherine, 
Daughter and Co-Heir to Sir William Fill, of Woodland, 
in Com. Dorſ. Kt. by whom he had Iſſue two Sons, viz. | 
Edward Seymour of Bery-Pomeric, in m. Devon. and 
Fohn, the Poſterity of which Eduard, do ſtill remain in 
thoſe Parts. To his ſecond Wife, he married Anne, 
Daughter of Sir Edward Stanhope, of Shelford, in Com. 
Nun. Kt. by whom he had Iſſue three Sons, Edward, af- 
terwards Earl of Hertford ; Henry, who married Foan, 
Daughter of Thomas Earl of Northamberland ; and ano- 
ther Edward : Alſo fix Daughterr, Anne, firſt married 
to John Dudley, (commonly call'd Earl of Warwick) eldeſt 
Son of Fohn Duke of Northumberland ; afterwards, to 
Sir Edward Umpton Knight of the Bath : Margaret, and 
Fane, who died unmarried ; Mary, firſt married to 
_ Andrew Rogers, Son and Heir of Sir Richard Rogers Kt. 
after, to Sir Henry Peyton Kt. Catherine, who died un- 
married; and Elizabeth, who became the ſecond Wife 
to Sir Richard Knightley, of Faxſeley, in Com. North. Kt. 
yg tomy mention'd Thomas Lord Sudley, his 
younger Brother, and his unhappy Fall, 1 ſhall now take 
notice of what is moſt memorable of him.

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minſter, on May-Day, (being then à Knight) he was 
one of the Challengers to all Comer from France, Flan- 
ders, Scotland, and Spain : And in the 35th of Hen VIII.

uence, 

n the 1ſt of Edward VI. he was advanc'd to the Dig- 
nity of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord 
monr of Sudley ; and alſo, made Lord High Admiral 
of England, But ſoon after this, he fell, for having (as 
we have obſerv'd before) married Catherine Parr, the 
Widow of the decgaſed King; and being likewiſe a

out Suſpicion of being poiſon d; and the rather, that 

w he more importunately fought to marry the Lady 

izabeth, the King's Daughter, than ever; (having, 
before his Marriage with the Queen, hd the fame 
Thoughts in his Head, tho' prudently prevented by his 
Brother, as a raſh and dangerous Project) and did nor 
ſtiek to ſolicit a clandeſtine Marriage, (as was that with 
the deceaſed . and not till after the Ceremory, 
aſk the Conſent of the King and Council. But this 
bold Deſign. being opportunely diſcover d, and Farlia- 
ment aſſembled, was, by the Authority thereof, 
committed to the Toner; and, without any Tryal, con- 
demn'd, Soon after which, the Parliament being diſ- 
ſolv d, he was, fix Days loVowing, publickly beheaded, 
goth March, 1549, (3d 2 I.) 
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I now come to Edward, the eldeſt Son to Eduard 
Dake of Somerſet, by Anne Stanhope, his ſecond Wife; 
upon whom his chiefeſt Honours, as alſo divers Lands, 
of great Extent, were entail'd, 

his Edward, being diſpoſſeſs'd of all, by the At- 
tainder of his Father in the Parliament of the 5th and 
6th of Edward VI. fo continu d, till the firſt Year of 
Queen Elizabeth ; when he was advanc'd to the Degree 
of a Baron of this Realm, by the Title of Lord Beau- 
champ; as alſo, to the Dignity of Earl of Hertford ; 
and married the Lady Catherine Grey, Daughter of Henry 
Duke of Saffolk, and near allied to the Queen, who 
had been formerly wedded to William Earl of Pembroke, 
but lawfully repudiated. Which Lady Catherine,” his 
Wife, being diſcerned to be big with Child, was, in 
the 5th of Elizabeth, committed Priſoner to the Tower, 
tho ſhe acknowledg'd herſelf to be his lawful Wife; 
and he returning out of ' France, where he had gone 
with the Queen's Leave, and owning his Marriage, was 
alſo impriſon'd with her ; where ſhe was ſoon brought 
to Bed of her firſt begotten Son ; after that, of another, 
having corrupted her — He was, upon this, cen- 
ſur'd in the Star-Chamber, upon theſe Three Points: 
Firſt, for that he had vitiated a Maid of the Royal 
Blood; Next, that he had broke Prifon ; and laſtly, 
that he had Jain with her again. To which he anſwer'd, 
That having lawfully marry'd, and the Priſon Doors 
ſtanding open, he came to her, in her Sadneſs, to com- 


fort, and pay his conjugal Debt : Yet was, neverthe- 


leſs, fin d at gc 1. and kept Priſoner for the Space of 
nine Years. Nor was ſhe ſer at Liberty, but there con- 
tinu'd till her Death. Tho' it is credibly affirm d, that 
the Validity of this Marriage being afterwards tried at 
Common-Law, the Miniſter who marry'd them being 
preſent, and other Circumſtances agreeing, the Jury 
found it a good Marriage. 

This Earl liv'd to be an aged Man; and in the 3d of 
Fac.

And then he retired beyond the Seas, to wait for Peace 
at home. This Receſs could give him no Repoſe ; he 
was thruſt into the Number of Delinquents ; his great 
Eſtate was ſequeſter'd ; and when by the Mediation of 
of his Friends, an Ordinance was depending for his 
Compoſition, in October, 1645, Order was given for 
his Return by ſuch a Day. We are well inform d, that 
&* This noble Lord was fortified againſt all Surprizes 
from mean miſchievous Principles, and that in all 
« publick Concerns, he directed his Courſe by the 
4 Rules of Honour and Juftice-; that nothing could 
© tempt him to a diſhoneſt Action, nor to preſerve him- 
„ ſelf, but together with his Reputation. He choſe 
© Sequeſtration, rather than to prevaricate in the leaſt 
«* Tittle from Chriſtian Fortitude and Noblenefs, or to 
change his Propoſitions, according to the Neceſſities 
4 or Advantages of the Seaſon. Nor would he, at laſt, 
4 have been prevail'd with to remove any Part of his 
© Troubles, or the Sequeſtration from his Eſtate, but 
* by the Importunity, or rather the Commands of his 
6 Mother ; dereſting in itſelf, what in Duty to her he 
© complied with. 

His Brother, Charles Cavendiſh, was bred to Books and 
Arms, and was in both a Glory of the latter Age. He 
had the Command of a Regiment in the King's Service 
in the Civil Wars; and after many brave and ſignal 
Services, wag ſlain at Gainsborough, Anno 1643. 

This Earl lived in great Plenty and Reſpect, a true 
Evgliſh Peer, honour'd by his Prince, and belov'd by 
the People ; becauſe ſteady in the Meaſures of main- 
taining the juſt Prerogatives of the one, and the legal 
Liberties of the other. He was virtuous in his wholc 
Life, and prudent in all his Affairs; he improved his 
large Inheritance, and took care to let it deſcend entire 
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to Poſterity. For his whole Life, he entertain d Mr. 
Hobbs in his Family as his old Tutor, rather than as 
his Friend or Confident ; he let him live under his 
Roof in Eaſe and Plenty, and his own' way, without 
making uſe of him in any Publick, or ſo much as Do- 
meſtick Aﬀairs. He would often expreſs an, Abhorrence 
e ſome of his Principles in Policy and Religion; and 
both he and his Lady would frequently put off the Men- 
tion of his Name, and ſay, He nt an Humourift, and 
that no body could account for him. He died at his Seat at

By the Death of the old Earl, at the latter end of 
King Charles II. my Lord Cavendiſh ſucceeded his Fa- 
ther, and in the Reign of King James, he was the ſame 
Man, in greater Honour, and in greater Concern for 
his Country. After the Buſineſs of Colonel Culpepper, 
he kept himſelf retir'd at Chatſworth, and agreeably ſpent 
his Time in rebuilding part of that ſtately Manſon. 

As ſoon as he — of the Prince of Oranges Landing 
in the Het, he began to move, and reſoly'd to run the 
utmoſt for the publick Safety. He march d 
firſt with a ſma ll Retinue to the County-Town of Derby, 
and invited many of the Gentry, and entertain'd thoſe 
who adventur d to come at his open Table, with Free- 
dom of Diſcourſe.

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The Princeſs being extremely fatisfy'd with her Re- 
ception, propos d to go toward Oxford, to-be nearer to 
his Royal Highneſs Prince George, who had honourably 
join'd himſelf to the Prince of Orange, with the Lord 
Churchill, the Dukes of Ormond and Grafton, &c. Upon 
this Motion, the Earl of Devonſhire and his noble Train 
were a Guard to her Royal Highneſs, (the future Hopes 
of Great-Britain and Ireland) and by eaſy and moſt con- 
venient Stages, conducted her ſafe to Oxford, where 
ſhe was ſoon after met by her moſt affectionate Confort,

When the Earl of Devonſhire had deliver d up his 
Truſt at Chriſt- Church, he was ſolicitous to do more, 
that the glorious Work might be. finiſh'd, and the 
Bl it remain to Poſterity: So with a pri- 
vate Friend or two, he haſted early next Day to — 
don ; and hearing the Prince of Orange was come as far 
Sion-Houſe, he refolv'd to meet him the next Morning, 
and came thither to the Prince, as he was taking Coach, 
and was receiv'd by him with all the Marks of Affection 
and Eſteem. | 

He was among the Lords Spiritual and Temporal af- 
ſembled in their Houſe at Weſtminſter, December 25. and 
was forward and leading in the Addreſs to the Prince, 
to take upon him the Adminiſtration, till the Meeting 
of a Conyention, then ſummon'd. Ar the Opening of 
that Convention, January 22, he was one of the firſt 
Peers in the Order, for © a Day of Publick Thankſgi-

HE firſt Mention of this Family, is of Jeffer 
de Clinton, Lord-Chamberlain and Treaſurer 
to King Henry I. Grandſon to Milliam de Tan- 
kerville, Chamberlain of Normandy, and Maud, 

his Wife, Daughter of Milliam de Arches, as ſay ſome; 
Others, (but more improbable) that he was but of 
mean Parentage, and rais'd purely by the Bounty and 
Favour of tharKing, not only to very large Poſſeſſions, 
but afterwards to the great Office of Juſtice of England. 
A Deſcendent from whom, was William de Clinton, a 
Man famous in the Reign of Edward II. and Edward III. 
in whoſe fourth Year he was made Juſtice of Cheſter, 
Governor of Dover-Caſtle, and Warden of the Cinque- 
Ports; ſhortly after which, being one of thoſe who 
ſurpriz'd the Great Mortimer, Earl of March, at Not- 
tingham-Caſtle, he had Summons to Parliament, among 
the Barons of this Realm. In the roth of Edward III. 
being a Perſon ſingularly noted for his great Piety, 
he founded a goodly Monaltery in his Lordſhip of 
Maxtoke, and amply endow'd it with fair Poſſeſſions; 
And ſtanding high in the King's Favour, was forth- 
with rais d to the Title of Earl of Huntington. He was 
one of thoſe ſent Ambaſſador ro the King of France, 
to treat of Peace; but underſtanding that King Edward 
had chang'd his Mind, they bent heir Journey to Hai- 
nault, and there made a League with Lewis Duke of Ba. 
varia, and others, much to the King's Advantage. He 
alſo, in the 15th Year of Edward III. attended that King 
into Flanders; and ſerv'd him alſo in his Wars of Scot- 
land. At which time, he was made Admiral of the Seas, 
from the Mouth of Thame: Weſtward, and conſtituted 
one of the King's Ambaſſadors, to treat with Philip 
de Valois, touching the Realm and Crown of France. 


The next Year, he ſerv'd again in the Wars of —

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d was conſtituted Warden of all the gy Foreſts, 


on the South fide of Trent; and afterwards ſerv'd again 
in the Wars of France : He died about the 22d of Ed- 
ward III. leaving Sir Fohn de Clinton, Knight, his eldet

in his Wars ; and having had Summons to Parliament, 
from the 3 1ſt of Edward III. to the 20th of Richard II.

And, in the ſixth Year of the firſt of thoſe Henry's 
doing Homage for the Lands of Milliam de Say; from 
whom by his Mother he was lineally deſcended ; he 
bore then the Title of Lord Clinton and Say. He died

He had 
the Honour and Truſt of being conſtituted One of the 
Lords Juſtices of England, in the Abſence of K. William, 
for Four Years ſucceſſively ; and died at the Bath, the 
29th of Fan. 1705-6, being ſucceeded by his only Son, 
Lionel Cranfield Sackvil, now Earl of Dorſet and Middle- 
ſex, made Conſtable of Dover-Caſtle, and Lord-War- 
den of the Cinque-Ports, Anno 1708, and married, An.

Being arriv'd in England, he was recommended to 
the Favdur of Robert, Earl of Eſſex, deſign'd for the 
Expedition into Ireland againſt the Rebels; but before 
they let Out, by a freſh Com plaint from Ireland, (made 
by Sir Henry i nlop, who fear'd at Mr. Beyles's Return 
with the Earl of Eſſex, his own Diſgrace) whereby un. 

uſtly incenſing the Queen againſt him, he was ſeiz d 

by her ſpecial Direction, and convey'd Priſoner tothe 
Gate-houſe, and was detain'd there till Eſſex was gone 
for Ireland; But ſoon after, appearing perſonally to an- 
ſwer the Charge, he fully clear'd himſelf, ro the Queen's 
Satisfaction, who latnly ſaw the Devices of his Ene. 
mies, and not olny order'd him to be enlarg d, but 
gave him her Royal Hand to kiſs; and from that day 
he was commanded to attend the Court, being, ſoon 
after, by her ſaid Majeſty, conſtituted Clerk of the 
Council of Munſter, where arriving ſome lirtle time 
after, he was ſworn in that Office, and made juſtice c 
the Quorum throughout the whole Province. 

After this, he return'd again to the Court of Exglan h 
with the happy News of the glorious Victory obtain 
over the Rebels; but was ſoon diſpatch d back, having 
been kindly receiv'd by the Queen. 

The next addition to his Fortune, was the Purchaſe 
of all Sir Walter Raleigh's Lands in Ireland, which upon 
his coming again into Euglend, was agreed between 
them, on the Mediation of Sir Robert Cecil. 

Returning again into Ireland with the L.ord-Prefident, 
he was quickly, on his Recommendation, married to 
Catharine, the only Daughter of Sir Feffery Fenton, Kt. 
Principal Secretary of State, and Privy-Counſellor in 
lreland, and the very ſame day was Knighted by Sit 
George Cary, Deputy of Ireland. 

Anno 1620, Fohn Boyle, his elder Brother, * 
of Cork, Clyne, and Roſs, died near Cork in Ireland; at- 
ter which he obtain d thoſe Biſhopricks from his Ma- 
jeſty King James I. for Richard his Kinſman. 

In 1606, he was {worn of the Privy-Council to King 
James I. for Munſter, afterwards as a Privy-Counſcllor 
of State of the Kingdom of Ireland: And, Anno 1616 
was created Lord Beyle, and Baron of Tough-l!; to

ble Stem to bear ſome worthy Fruit. Nor can I for- 
bear, in this Place, to give a ſhort Abſtract of his Life 
and Studies, as an Ornament to our Engi Nation, 
which I have taken from a very celebrated Author. 

The promiſing Bloſſoms of his great, Piety and Ca- 

ity (ſays he) began to appear very early, and after 
be had paſſed the trivial Schools in Ireland, he ſtudied 
at Leyden in Holland, and then travell'd into France, 
Swiſſerland, Italy, Sc. without receiving the leaſt Lin- 
dure of the Vices of the Places or Times. He often 
own'd, that his Piety receiv'd a great Increafe bv his 
Converſe with. the godly and learned Archbiſhop T ber, 
who daily cultivated . hopful Seeds which he Fre- 
aw would produce ſuch a glorious Harveſt. He did 
for many Years ſo exactly ſtudy the holy Scriptures 
n the Original Languages, that he could readily quota 
both the Hebrew and.Greek; and underſtood that ſacred 
Book ſo well, as few, whoſe Profeſſion did oblige them 
ot, could equal him in it. 


His 
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His Veneration for the Name of God was fo pro- 
found, that he never pronounc'd it without a diſcern. 
able Pauſe. He was conſtant in his ſecret Addrefles 
to his Throne; and in all his Enquiries into Nature, 
his chief Deſign was to raiſe r Thoughts in him. 
ſelf and others, of the Greatneſs, Glory, Wiſdom, and 
Goodneſs of God; and in that Article of his Will, re. 
lating to the Royal Society, he recommends it to them, 
and other Searchers into Phyſical Truths, to refer their 
Attainments to the Glory of the great Author of Na. 
ture, and the Comfort of Mankind. 

Having poſſeſs d himſelf with ſuch an amiable View 
of Chriſtianity, as ſeparated from the Superſtition or 
Sowerneſs of Parties, he rejoiced in every Diſcovery 
from Nature, which might either illuſtrate it, or re- 
move Objections againſt it; having always conſider d 
it as a Syſtem of Truths which ought to puriſie the 
Heart and Practice. 

He lov'd nothing that might lefſen that, nor any 
Nicety which occaſion d Diviſions amongſt Chriſtians; 
ſo that, for the Advancement of pure and diſintereſted 
Chriſtiany, he hath left, by his Will, a liberal Provi- 
ſion for acertain Number of well-digeſted Sermons, on 
purpoſe to evince the Truth of the Chriſtian Religion 
in general, without touching upon Sub- diviſions among 
Chriſtians in particular. 

He was ſo zealous for propagating our holy R-ligi- 
on, that he was at the Charge of a "Tranſlation and 
Impreſſion of the New Teſtament into the Mahan 
Tongue, which he ſent over all the Eaſt-Indics. He 
gave a noble Reward to him who tranſlated Gretiu:'s 
incomparable Book of the Truth of the Chriſtian Religion 
into Arabick; and was at the Charge of an Impreſſion, 
which he took care to have diſtributed where that 
Language obtains. He reſolv'd alſo to have carried 
on an Impreſſion in the Twhiſh Language; but the 
Company thinking that it became them to do it, ſuf. 

fer'd him only to contribute his large Share. He gave 

ool. towards the Charge of of the Ir;/þ Bible, which 

e order'd to be diſtributed in Ireland; and contributed 
liberally towards the 1//> Bible, and that in II/ for 
the Highlands of Scotland.

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He gave, in his Life 300 J. per Annum, towards 
gating the Chriſtian Religion in America, and 
gave 100 / to the Eaſt-India Company towards their 
Deſigns of the like Nature in the Eaſt- Indies, intending 
2 much greater Sum when the Work ſhould be ſet on 
Foot to purpoſe. And as his Zeal was lively toward 
the greateſt Concerns of Religion, he avoided entring 
too far into thoſe things which have weaken'd and di- 
ſtracted Chriſtianiry ; had an utter Averſion to what- 
ever was deſtructive of Morality and Charity, and 
was particularly zealous againſt all Severities and Per- 
ſecutions upon the account of Religion. 

He approv'd of the Church of England's Doctrine, 
and did never ſeparate from her Communion. He was 
charitable in his Opinion towards Diſſenters, and 
plentifully ſupply'd their Neceſlities; fo that as he ſhut 
himſelf up in no Party, neither did he ſhut out any 
Party from him. He had been ſolicited to take Orders, 


ny but declin'd it, concieving that what he wrote in De- 
ns; ence of Religion, might have the more Authority, 
ed when he did not ſhare in the Church's Patrimony.

aitful to ſuggeſt good Expedients. 

He withdrew early from Courts and 33 Affairs, 
et was always honourably treated by his Princes. He 
vas very Sagacious in diſcerning Mens Talents; and 
tad ſuch a vaſt Scheme of Projects, that he could 
quickly ſet thoſe at work who had Leiſure and Capa- 
aty ; and when he ſaw them engag'd, would enable 
bem, by a handſome Preſent, to carry it on. 1 
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He was very well vers'd in Rabbinical Learning, 
and the Fathers; had nicely cgnſider'd the whole Con. 
troverſies of Religion, and throughly underſtood the 
Body of Divinity. He was abſolute Maſter of the Ma- 
thematicks, and knew the utmoſt in Geometry ; Geo- 

raphy in its ſeveral Parts, with Hiſtory, and Books ot 
ravels, were his Diverſion. He was expert in all 
the Parts of Phyſick but for the Hiftory of Nature, 
of the Productions of all Countries, of the Virtues 
and Improvements of Plants, Oars, Minerals, with 
their Varieties in difterent Climates, he was, perhaps, 
the perfecteſt and exacteſt Man in the World; which 
enabled him to make a greater Number of different Ex- 
periments than any Man that ever we read of; and he 
deliver d his Diſcoveries ſo exactly according to Truth, 
that they may be ace depended upon : Bur his pe- 
culiar and belov'd Study was Chymiſtry, in which he 
engag'd with no avaricious Deſign, but only tofind out 
Nature, to ſee of what Principles Things were com- 
pounded, and into what they might be refolv'd ; and 
ro prepare good Medicaments, without ſpending his 
Eſtate and Time upon high Pretenſions, but kept al.

Earl of Rocheſter. 


Aurence Hyde, the preſent Earl of Recheſter, is 
the ſecond Son of Edward, Earl of Clarendon, 
Lord High Chancellor of England, and Bro- 
ther of Henry, late Earl of * Clarendon. He was 
held in the greateſt Eſteem by King Charles II. his own 
Accompliſhments, as well as the remarkable Fidelity 
of his Family, juſtly recommending him to that Princes 
Favour. He was one of the four Gentlemen pitch'd 
on by the Houſe of Commons, in the Year 1665, to 
Thank the Univerſity of Oxford, for their Loyalty to 
King Charles I. and was made Doctor of Law, either 
then, or ſome little time before. In the Year 1678, 
he was ſent Ambaſſador into Holland, with Propoſals 
to the Prince of Orange, to declare War againſt France, 
and was receiv'd with great Reſpect by that Prince. 
He was the ſame Year, with the Earl of Eſſex, the pre- 


the Commiſſioners of the Treaſury ; two Years after, 
(Anno 1680) the Parliament addreſs'd the King to 
remove him, (with ſeveral others,) from all Places of 
Truſt, and from his Preſence and Council for cver; 


but ſo far was the King from thinking he merited o 
e· 
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Reſentment, that not many Months after, viz. April 
27th, 1681, he was pleas'd, in Conſideration of his 
faithful Services, to create him Viſcount Hyde, of Ken- 
xlworth, and Baron of Moten- Baſſet; and the Year 
following Earl of Rocheſter ; In the Year 1684 he was 
made Lord-Prefident of the Council, being the laſt of 
King Charles II. Upon King James's aſcending the 
Throne, he was immediately made Lord High Trea- 
ſurer of England, and inſtall'd Knight of the Garter; 
he endeavour'd to prevent Tyrconnels being made 
Lieutenant of Ireland; but found his Intereſt, with the 
King, too weak to prevail in that Point; and indeed 
'twas ſcarce ſufficient to ſupport himſelf, for refuſing to 
. with the King's Requeſt of changing his Reli- 
gion; he was fain to reſign his Commiſſion of Lord 
High Treaſurer; in lieu of which, His Majeſty how- 
ever, was pleas'd to aſſign him a Penſion of 5000 1. per 
Anum out of the Poſt-Office, which fo engag'd him 
to the King, that he afterwards went over to Holland 
to take care of his Majeſty's Intereſt there, and to do 
him the beſt Service he could. He was ſworn of the 
Privy-Council to King William, and Queen Mary, and : 
made Lord- Lieutenant of Ireland. — .

His Son atiuted King David Bruce in bis Minority,

Clerk of the 
Council; as alſo, Clerk of the Privy-Seal, with the 
Fee of zol, per Annum; and ſoon after that, Clerk 
of Parliament for Life. 

In all which Employments, he deported himſelf 
with ſuch Sedulity and Prudence, as that the next 
Year after theſe Preferments, he was ſent Ambaſſador 
into Fance; and upon his return from that honour- 
able Employment, was one of the Principal Secre- 
taries of State.

Tarbigan, in Com, Devon.) having his Education at 
Exeter-College, in Oxford, became ſo great a Profi- 
cient in his Studies there, that he arriv'd to the De- 
zree of Doctor of Law, and grew ſo eminent there- 
in, that he was employ d by that King in divers Af- 
fürs of Conſequence eſpecially, in what tended to 
the Diſſolution of Religious Houſes, then in agita- 
tion; being, with ſome others, in the 27 Hen. VIII. 
put into Commiſſion by Commell, the general Viſitor, 
to repair to all the Monaſtries throughout England, 
and to Enquire into the Government and Behaviour 
of the Votaries of both Sexes, whereby to pick up 
ficient Matter, to ground an Accuſation. 

That grand Work afterwards fully accompliſh'd, 
cording to the King's mind, as a Reward for the 
z00d Service of this Milliam therein, he obtain'd a 
Grant to himſelf, and Gertrude his Wife, in Fee of 
the Priory of Clattercore, in Com. Oxon, and in 
the 31 Henry VIII. another Grant of the Mannor
